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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 08-09-2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The applicant argues that program content type classification means is 
neither shown or suggested in Bates et al (See Remarks Pg. 3 Paragraph 2). More 
specifically, the applicant argues that in Bates et al. the information packets are not part 
of the program content (See Remarks Pg 4 Paragraph 1). However, the applicant 
states, "the program information packets is embedded in and as such is part of the 
audio broadcast signal." The examiner maintains that being part of the audio broadcast 
signal is sufficient for the program information packet to be part of the "program 
content." Program content has been reasonably interpreted by the examiner to mean 
an audio broadcast signal received from a carrier frequency within a given time period. 

The applicant also argues that Bates et al. does not generate a program content 
type signal from the program content (See Remarks Pg 5 Paragraph 1). However, the 
applicant states "Bates et al... merely extracts and displays the program content type 
signal from that contained in the program information." The examiner maintains that 
extracting and displaying a signal is generating a signal. "Generating a signal" has 
been reasonably interpreted by the examiner to include achieving a signal by 
processing another signal. Extracting a type signal from another signal would meet this 
interpretation.
